JUDICIARY AMENDMENT FARK 
BEST BDT IS BURIED BY VOTES 


Tax Amendment Is Swatted Hardest by the 
Voters; Fee and Salary Increase Proposals 
Attract Little Interest; Vote Is Uniformly 
Light Over the State. 


DALLAS, 
Aug. 
2.—The 
four 
proposed 
Am endm ents t othe Constitution of Texas far­ 
ed ill at the hands of the small percentage of 
the voters Monday. 
Incomplete returns tab­ 
ulated today .showed that with about I 00,000 
votes accounted for, all A m endm ents 
have 
been defeated by about three to one. 
The 
A m endm ent which proposed a change in the 
system of taxation, whereby State and Coun 
ty taxes were separated, apparently attract­ 
ed the most attention, but was most heartily 
opposed. 
The proposed change of our Judi 
ciary system, which its advocates declared 
would perm it speedier handling of cases in the 
courts, received the most favorable considera­ 
tion at the hands of the voters but was lost. In­ 
terest in A m endm ents which would have abol­ 
ished paym ent of fees to certain county offi­ 
cers and that which would perm it raising of 
the Governor s salary to $10,000 a year and 
fix the pay of Legislators at not exceeding $ I ,- 
500 per year, seemed to attract about the same 
of attention, both for and against. 


DALLAS, Aug. 2.-R eturns from 179 of

Vegetables And 
Dairy Foods Are 
Urged For Summer 


Family health and appetite are 
likely to suffer from hot weather 
unless diet is changed to conform 
especially to sum m ertim e needs 
of the body, says Dr. M artha Man­ 
ning household refrigeration ex­ 
pert. 
Summer meals should be com­ 
posed of green vegetables, crisp 
dairy foods 
and cold 
desserts. 
Provided the refrigerator is kept 
well stocked with ice, such a menu 
is easily prepared and served in a 
fashion sure to prove attractive. 
Particularly in summer, when 
positive measures m ust be taken 
to prevent food reducing itself to 
a tepid and tasteless level, the 
style in which food is served is 
important. 
This is the time for 
the gayest of table linens, bhina, 
glassware and bright garden flow­ 
ers, with the lavish use of spark­ 
ling crushed ice to add a last note 
of brilliancy and charm. 
The din-, 
ner table should radiate coolness 
and beauty. 
Green vegetables, 
everywhere 
comparatively plentiful and inex­ 
pensive, should form the m ajor 
part of the daily bill of fare. 
On 
their arrival they should be pre­ 
pared at once for cooking, then 
put into the refrigerator, packed 
in the large-topped glass Jars to 
be had especially for ice-box use. 
Spinach 
lettuce,

celery may 
be washed and wrap­ 
ped tightly in squares of cheese­ 
cloth for their stay in the refrig­ 
erator.

the 
refrigerator 
full of ice, a necessity for prevent­ 
ing summer foods from losing flav­ 
or and condition delicious frozen 
desserts can be made on ten min­ 
utes’ notice, with very little work. 
These desserts have either fruit 
juice or milk as a base, and are 
both cooling and healthful. Small 
freezers are easily operated and 
give good results, though many 
salads and desserts may be frozen 
with little trouble by packing in 
salt and ice for several hours. 
Lime juice is a typical frozen 
summer dessert. 
It requires only 
one-third cupful of lime juice, 
two tablespoons of lemon juice, 
two-thirds cupful 
of rugar 
and 
one and one-half cups water. The 
ugar and water should be boiled 
together for five minutes, cooled, 
and the lime and lemon juices add­ 
ed. 
A little green vegetable col­ 
oring will give the ice an attrac­ 
tive tint. 
The m ixture may 
be 
frozen in three parts ic# and on# 
part salt. 
Lime ice is especially 
delicious when served aa a salad, 
with a m ixture of fresh fruit.

subnormal students are neglected. 
The “Dalton Plan,” devised by Mi*3 
Helen Parkhurst, a country school 
teacher, would 
eliminate 
these 
evils by making the student a lab­ 
oratory worker, the school a lab­ 
oratory, and the teacher an as­ 
sistant. 
This plan, he said, would 
permit each student to advance ac­ 
cording to his own ability, and to 
develop all of his faculties to the 
fullest 
extent. 
Instead 
of 
the 
teacher being the principal actor, 
the teacher and 
student 
would 
sign a contract to cover a certair 
amount of work, and when this was 
done, more work would be added 
as rapidly as feasible. The day of 
dominant school teachers with cer­ 
tain iron-clad requirements, will 
soon pass away, he ventured. Ed­ 
ucation 
is 
caught 
rather than 
taught, and each student should be 
allowed to explore any 
certain 
field untrammeled from the teach­ 
er’s domination. 
He told of how Thomas A. Ed­ 
ison was suspended from school be­ 
cause his orthodox and ultra-dig­ 
nified reacher said that he could 
not keep up with his class, while 
the truth was that Edison was the 
best thinker in his school. 
Edi­ 
son was considered a nuisance be­ 
cause he wanted to cover 
other 
fields of thought. 
"The Dalton plan eliminates the 
necessity of teaching all students 
alike and makes room for the sub­ 
normal and 
abnormal 
students, 
with the result that 
many 
stu­ 
dents gain several years time in 
their school work. This is the sys­ 
tem used now in England, espec­ 
ially in Southern England,” stated 
Superintendent Durham, 
In a classification talk that was 
both thorough and 
interesting, 
Buster Halsell showed 
how 
the 
automobile industry had gained in 
the past IO years from a million 
cars to 22,000,000. He told of the 
passing away of the open car and 
the almost unanimous preference 
to coupes and sedans. 
In former 
years cars were sold for cash, while 
now most of them are 
sold for 
credit. 
In this connection he said 
that auto loan 
companies 
that 
charged high rates 
of 
interest 
would soon cease. 
He predicted 
that in a few years there will be 
only four or five companies mak­ 
ing automobiles, instead of 20 or 
25.

a greater 
amount for the labor and money 
expended than any other farm 
operation. 
Based upon estimates 
compiled, from the statement of 
many farmers over the state, it 
has been found that the average 
cost of terracing is between two 
and two dollars and fifty cents 
per acre. 
From the same source 
it is found that the average an­ 
nual increase revenue per acre 
amounts to more than three deb­ 
ars while in many instances, it 
amounts to as much as ten dollars 
per acre. 
Few, lf any, form 
p- 
• rat tons will bring so great an 
nut! returns. 
It is estimated that Texas has 
some 15,000,000 acres of farm 
.amt that needs terracing. Using 
the low estimate furnished by the 
farmer*, this land properly ter 
aced would bring $45,000,000 in­ 
creased wealth annually to the 
farmers of the state, this in turn 
would increase trade a like *- 
mount. 
In addition to the land that ac­ 
tually needs terracing to prevent 
erosion, terraces have been found 
to be the greatest known factor 
in the conservation of soil water 
in the sections of the state where 
moisture is the limiting factor in 
production. 
Reports 
from 
the 
Western sections show conclusive­ 
ly that 
terracing, and 
running 
contour lines, have increased the 


yield very materially on land that 
is practically level. 
On all land 
where water runs off, except til* 
drainage districts, terraces will be 
a benefit to the land. 
On all land 
where the water flow is sufficient 
to wash the land, terraces ar* a ne­ 
cessity. 
It has been found that there ie 
twenty times as much plant food 
leached from soil on rolling land 
than is used by crops. 
As 
the 
slope of the land increases, the ve­ 
locity 
of the 
water 
increase*. 
When the velocity 
of water 
is 
doubled, it increases its soil ero­ 
sion capacity 
thirty-two 
time*. 
Terraces will prevent the rolling 
land from washing into gullies, 
will prevent the top soil from wash­ 
ing away. 
They will prevent the 
washing away of vegetable matter, 
and fertilizer. 
They will prevent 
the leaching out of plant food. 
They, will prevent the hillside sand 
from covering the bottom land, 
and filling ditches and streams. 
Terraces will insure crop stand.

While the above data covers a 
period of only three weeks— the 
other week having been spent at 
the Short Course— it represents 
an average of county agent activ­ 
ities, and furnishes a basis for de­ 
termining whether or not the ser­ 
vice is worth the cost. 
Of course 
there are scores of things done for 
which no statistical report can be 
made to cover, such as counsel 
and advice to club members con­ 
cerning their projects and their 
educa.io.. for life’s duties and re­ 
sponsibilities, or a thousand and 
one things done for the former for 
which no report could be made to 
show; 
but the 
reuort as 
made 
should serve to show the nature 
of the wo-k and the general trend 
of the service. 
There are yet some people who 
object ;o the service on the ground 
of the expenses, even on the 50- 
BO plan as provided for under the 
Smith-Lever Law, but surely such 
people are 
ot informed, or let 
prejudices lead them instead of 
letting reason reign supreme. 
The service, as outlined in the 
above report for the month of 
July, costs the Brazos County tax­ 
payer only five-sixths of one cent 
— less than one penny—on each 
thousand dollars worth of taxable 
property.
